Mr. Dolpb presented resolutions of the

Portland, Oregon, Chamber of Commerce

against free sliver.
Mr. Faulkner, from the DiBtriot commit¬

tee, reported a bill to prevent book-making
aod pool-selling In the cities of Washington
or Georgetown, or within one mile of tbe
boundaries of these eitle«*. As tbe bill did
not take In tbe race course a question wts

made by Mr. Hoar as to its not doing so.

Mr. Ingalls explained tbat the bill was an

attempt on tbe part of the committee to ad¬
just the topography of tbe District to the
coneciecoo of tbe executive (a similar bill
having bsea vetoed last session). It was a

serious tffjrt on the part of the committee
to avoid the difficulty by exclusion, so that
if the executive chose to veto tbe bill, he
would have to exercise a process of ideduc
tive reasoning. Pocl-3elliog on race courses

was not a very mortal offense, and never

had been visited with any epeoial severity
by the laws of any community. To a sug¬
gestion tbat the bill was intended to apply
particularly to pool selling and gambling ae

practiced by negroes in the northwestern
par: of the city, Mr. Elmonda remarked
tbat the only rt.es tbat it did not apply to
was the horse race. An amendment wbloh
was offered by Mr. Hoar to extend tbe pre¬
visions of the bill to tbe whole DiBtriot was
